The Caune of the Backward Spring. 
Dr. M. A. Veeder of Lyons, N. Y., who 


has devoted much time and attention to 
+le weather and kindred phenomena, 
and whose reputation as a meteorologist 
is international, has advanced a theory 
to account for the general disagreeable- 
ness of the present spring. Dr. Veeder 
says that for the present the climate of 
this portion of the globe has undergone 
a radical metamorphosis, not unlike that 
which might have resulted from the lo- 
cality being suddenly placed upon a 
high mountain. Wo are, in short, suf- 
fering from an acute case of derange- 
ment of the isothermal strata, which 
may last the entire year. 


The lines of barometrical pressure are 


variable. They have become deranged, 
so that the state of New York is now in- 
cluded in a belt of reduced density or 
comparative rarefied air. The result is 
cold nights and mornings, cold winds 
and hot sunshine. We are in a mountain 
climate. Dr. Veeder insists that there 
is no telling when there will be a change 
for the better of the isothermal strata, 
but says it is his belief, which is con- 
firmed by observations of the sun spots, 
that it will last the entire year.

Colored People In the North. 


Within a few years there has "been a 


large increase of the colored population 
of Philadelphia, and numbers of colored 
men and women arrive there every week 
from the south, as we learn by a report 
in The Ledger. Here in New York also 
there is a rapid and steady growth of the 
colored element, and a well informed cit- 
izen of color makes the statement that 
more than 10,000 people of the African 
race have arrived here from the southern 
states since this time last year. 


Reports of a similar kind have come 


to us from Chicago and from very many 
of the other northern cities. We must 
believe that over 100,000 of the colored 
natives of the old slave states have left 
there for the north within a year. Near- 
ly all of them seem to he able to earn by 
hard labor the means of livelihood in 
their new homes. According to Mr. 
Frederick Douglass they do not furnish 
an undue proportion of the lawbreakers 
and paupers of the communities in which 
they settle.—New York Sun. 


Comes of Centenarian Stock. 


The ancient city and seaport of Havre 


has a grancl old man compared with 
whom Mr. Gladstone may be considered 
no more than middle aged. Dr. de Bois- 
sy is 100 years and some days old. In 
honor of his having completed a century 
he has been feted at a dinner given in 
his honor by the medical faculty of his 
native place. In accordance with French 
custom he presided himself. After eat- 
ing an excellent dinner he made a lively 
and amusing speech, which was much 
applauded. His father, he declared, lived 
to be 108 years old, and as for himself he 
had every hope of going on for a long 
while yet to come, laboring in the cause 
of suffering humanity. During the chol- 
era epidemic, the year before last, Dr. de 
Boissy is said to have greatly distin- 
guished himself and to have gained a 
medal of honor for the arduous work he 
performed.—Cor.

Congre.-,Biraii Bowers of the seventh 


California district has declared oue- 


" quivocally for free coinage. In a speech 
at Bun Diego he said the silver ques- 
tion is the great and overshadowing 
one of tLe United States and as his 
vote would, perhaps, be of great im- 
portance in deciding the question in 
congress, hrs couhtituents naturally 
wish to know where he standft. Said 
the speaker: 


"leihallvote for free silver, for the 


five ooinago of silver. People may not^ 
comprehend all the intricacies of this 
silver question, but they realize the re- 
sults. The farmer knows when he gets 
60 cents for u bu&hol of wheat instead 
of $1. 'Matters are continually grow- 
iag worse and if the present conditions 
are not remedied you will seethe hard- 
est times within the next year that 
have ever been experienced. Why are 
times growing worae? 
Because the 


people are leaving all legislation to 
certain classes, aud these work only for 
one purpose, for the aggrandizement 
of the banditti of Wall street. 


"The president's proclamation is really 
a notice tor congress to meet and re- 
peal the Sherman law, to demonetize 
silver. Are we servile enough to sub- 
mit. 
I tell you Great Britain is behind 


the silver question, and this great na- 
tion permits the price of its own com- 
modities, like silver, to be fixed in 
London. Great Britain buys silver at 
it« own price, coins it and makes 35 
per ceut out of the operation, and this 
nation servilely submits to the indig- 
nity. 


"It in ahametul. Every leading news- 


paper iu tho United Htutes is a willing 
tool of tiie goldbugs and bondholders, 
who are lighting for the demonetization 
of riilver. They tire all bought up and 
riiuuy por»oii& are against silver from 
reading the arguments of these papers. 
This whole cry against the silver busi- 
ness is u fraud. It \vas a fraud in its 
conception and au outrage in its execu- 
tion. 


"To bo sure tho Sherman law is not 


a perl'iiut remedy for tho evils that are 
upon us. lu somo respects tho Sher- 
rnaii law Jrf stupid, and hi my opinion 
some of it-i provisions were enacted by 
the onomiea of silver, or it they were 
friendly they were much mistaken."

ing thoir exhibits to Kan Francisco 
It is to bo hoped that the necessary 
fuuds will bo secured and arrangements 
made for holding the fair. Thousands 
ou this cout-t who, for various reasons^ 
could not go to Chicago during the 
fair would visit Han. Francisco and teus 
of thousands from the east would come 
to tho Pacific Coa&t to spend the whiter, 
attracted thither by the exhibition and 
the climate. San Francisco has facil- 
ities for a midwinter exhibition not 
possessed by nuy other city in tho 
Union.

The receipts from the many 
concessioners pay the running expenses 
in full so that the entire receipts from 
admissions can be applied to the pay- 
ment of tho debts of the expostion 
company.

Under this construction if the price

We hope that Ogden will name 


strong delegations to the Eastern con- 
ventions, and beyond Salt Lake and 
Ogden that every silver state adjoining 
this territory may also name delega- 
tions, that they may all have common 
headquarters in Washington and see if 
out of this panic and apprehension it 
cannot be made possible to get such 
legislation from congress as will make 
things look better to us than they have 
for five years past. 


" The intentions of President Cleve- 


land as they will be reproduced in his 
message to congress if carried into ef- 
fect would of course mean utter de- 
struction of the silver interests and all 
prosperity in Utah. It is that which is 
to be guarded against, if possible. This 
we cannot do in speeches. In some 
way enough money must be raised to 
have strong delegations go East and 
that should be done by all prominent 
towns in this inter-mountain region. I 
believe that by the time congress meets 
business affairs will be in a condition 
so desperate in the East that even New 
York city will be willing to listen 
to reason, and that maybe out of 
the clouds which now surround us 
there may come a new dawn and a 
better day." 


Judge Rhodes was the next speaker 


and made a most enthusiastic and 
earnest silver speech. 
"Ninety per 


cent of the business is transacted on 
credit, which is founded on confidence 
that when the business is consummated 
there will be an actual exchange of 
coin from debtor to creditor," he said. 
"If coined money is scarce, if the 
amount in existence is not sufficient 
to effect this exchange, confidence is 
shaken and prices fall, but purchasing 
power is increased. The creditor claims 
to be the top of the financial world, 
but it is the bottom that is unsafe, and 
let the debtor fail and where is credi- 
tor ?" 


Judge MacMillan said he had been a 


Democrat, a war Democrat, and fought 
in the rebellion. 
[Voice, "On which 


side?"] "Union side, sir; but if neither 
Democrats nor Republicans help us, 
et us help ourselves. We can't stand 
;his much longer. I came from the 
state of Nevada, where suckling babes 
;alk silver. I say ' silver ' whether or 
not the old parties help us." [Great 
applause.] 


The following resolution was pre- 


sented by MacMillan: 


" Resolved, That it is the sense of this 


meeting that the people of this dis- 
trict will support that party which will 
ijive the most aid for silver legislation, 
and if neither of the national partiep 
will give the required aid we will flghl 
out the battle alone." 


This effort to effect an organization 


or at least place on foot a movement 
Eor a silver party, created great excite- 
ment and enthusiasm. The movemenl 
bad many warm supporters in the 
ranks of all political parties, and it was 
only after an extremely heated debate 
that the resolution was laid on the table 
until the people have more time to con 
sider the matter, when another mass 
meeting will be held. 


Delegates were appointed to repre 


sent Ogden and Weber county in the 
Denver, St. Louis and Chicago conven 
tions to be held shortly. Committees 
were also appointed to draft memorials 
to congress praying for the passage o:

Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals,—Hell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls tho hordes to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after tho saddle cull. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of the animal, that do not send the hor&e 
out promptly nt pobt signal will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before ft 
o'clock 1', M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which thoy 
will start tho day before tho race at t! p. II. 


Horses entered in piirsesearionly bo drawn 


l>y consent of tho judges. 


In making entries for purso races, tho 
name, age and sex of tho horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be givon. 
After a horse has run once at tho meeting, 
the name of the horso, witli the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or tho race 
may be declared off by the executive rom- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and whore other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
liorses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, arid all horses 
that have won prior to September l»t shall 
carry live pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all ra«es unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, arid must 
>(> paid prior to welehlns: the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
>erson, or in one interest, the particular 
icrse they are to start must be numpd by 8 
. M. of the day preceding the race. 
No added money paid for « walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
r-lose September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided ut 
the r«te of 00, 30 ami 30 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races sir" tho best 
three in fi\e, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and throe or more to start, 
but the Hoard reserves the right to hold a 
less number than iivo to 1111, by tho with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro ratu. 


In al! two i>i three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in live races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than tho required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to bo divided as follows: 
6(5% to the first and 83M to the second. 


In dividing purses no horso shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person ma> be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of tho 
Board of Directors on any question i elating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
coven? trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with there 
conditions.
